know he was sick. He came home 
from Philadelphia on the Saturday be- 
fore he died a very sick man and g-ad- 
u»lly grew worse until the end came 
The cause of Ce»th was grip, followed 
by heart failure.

He discharged all his official duties

He was a 
good lawyer and thoroughly under 
stood the corporation laws of the state, 


He followed, strictly, fie rule pre- 


scribed by ms.that every dollar due tbe 
commonwealth by the 
corporations 


should ba collected, but that no illegal 
or unj'ist exactions should be demand- 
ed from them 
The settlements made 


by him numbered several thousands 
yearly— ind I had no occasion to over- 
rule any of them. Tbe few cases which 
were reversed by the courts were main- 
ly in consequence of ambiguities and 
want of precision in the tax laws 


His execution of the duties of his 


omee met my full approval, but what 
was of greater importance, it was gen- 
erally approved by the public.

Mr. Kerr was a Damocrat, prominen 


in both tha county and state organizi 
tions. Ha ranked high among the 
leaders of his party and on many ocea 
sions was prominently mentioned Jo 
important positions on the ticket, bu 
ha never sought honors of tbis kind 
For a number of years he was caair 
man of the Democratic county eomm't 
tee. Mr.Ksrr was frequently elected dej 
egate to state conventions and in 187 
represented his party at the Damo 
cratic national convention held in 6>t 
Louis, when Samuel J. Tilden wa 
nominated for president. 
la 1373 Mr K?rr acquired an inter 


est in THE BEDFORD GAZETTE »nd, wit 
the other owners, conducted tbis papa 
until 1333, when be deposed of h:

Marcus Alonzo Hanna was born in 
New L'sbon, 0., September 24, 1837. 
Dr. L30nard Hanna, father of Marcus, 
was a physician and one of '.be prom- 
inent citizens of New Lisbon. Yonog 
Hanna spent his boyhood days in that 
place. lu 1852 Dr. Hanna moved, with 
his family, to Cleveland, 0., and there 
founded the wholesale grocery firm of 
Hanna, Garretson & Co. Marcus at- 
tended the common schools in Cleve- 
land and the Western Easerve college 
at Hudson, 0 After graduating there, 
at the age of 20, in 1857, he began his 
business career, taking a clerkship 
in his father's grocery firm. 


The Hanna family traces its origin 


back to the thirteenth century, when 
Patrick Hinnay, a resident of tha 
southwest coast of Scotland, built a 
castle since known in history as Castle 
Sarby. The family came into promi- 
nence about the time of the War of tbe 
Ecs;s and members of the Haunay 
family wielded a commanding influence 
in the ofiairs of England The Hannays 
occupied Castle Sorby until the close of 
the eeventeeth century 


Maicus Hanna was the second cf 


seven children. He was 25 years ell 
when his father died, ai;d the entire 
management of the affiirs of 
the 


grccery business fell upon his shoul- 
ders. He represented that interest in 
tha firm until 1867, when the business 
was closed up. He then became a 
member of the firm cf Rhodes and 
Company, and engaged in the iron and 
coal business for ten years, when tbe 
firm waa changed to M. A. Hanna and 


iompany, Marcus becoming the heid of 
the arm, which still exists. He has 
been identific d with the lake carrying 
business, been interested in vessels on 
the lakes and dealers in coal, iron ore 
and pig iron ever since that time. His 
firm em ployed from 0,000 to 8000 men 
ind it was always a pleasure to Mr. 
Hanna to point to the fact that the in- 
terests under his control had never 
been disturbed by labjr troubles.

fuct, he was idolized by his men, and 
alwajs maintained the most friendly 
relations with his employees.

I, Edward F. Kerr, of Bedford, Bed- 


ford county, Pennsylvania, being of 
sound mind, memory ,»ad understand- 
ing, do make this my1 last will and 
testament.

Through his personal 
influence it was organized in 1883, and at 
the first meeting of the directors he was 
elected president, which position he held 
uninterruptedly until the time of his death 
He was intensely devoted to the bank,

Samuel Stickler, a well known and 


highly respected eitizan of Bedford 
township, d'ed at the home of his step 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Hann, at Hynd- 
tnan, Saturday night, the result of a 
paralytic stroke. Sixtv-nine years a(fo 
he was born in Bedford township, 
where he lived all his life. Mr. Stick- 
ler was a kind-hearted man and was 
esteemed by all with whom he came in 
contact. In 1885 the deceased was 
united in marriage to Mrs. Mary De 
vore, whose maiden name was Mary 
Imler. Thi3 union was blessed with 
five children, four of whom are still 
living, namjly, Mrs. William Brida- 
ham, of near Imlertown; Mrs. Charles 
Atwell, of Hyndman; Michael Stickler 
and Isaac Stickler, of Chalybeatcville. 
His wife preceded him to the grave 
about two months ago. After her 
death he lived most of the time with 
his step-daughter, Mrs. Hann. His 
brother, Joseph Stickler, and his s's- 
ters, Mrs Jicob Shunk, Mrs. William 
Earnest and Mrs Daniel Price, of Im- 
lertown, survive him

first cabinet. He took ins seit ia the 
senate in March, 1897, and ia January, 
1898, he was elected by the Oaio legis- 
lature for tbe short term, ending 
March 3, 1899, lud also Io- the succeed- 
ing full term, which will expire on 
March 3, 1905. He was re-aleeted last 
January by the Ohio legislature for an- 
other term of six years, receiving the 
highest vote ever given a senatorial 
candidate.

S; Will REMAIN NEUTRAL. 


President Dunnel Attitude ol ThJ» Country 


Daring Eastern War. 


WASHINGTON, February 11.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today issned a procla- 
mation declaring the neutrality of this 
government in the Russo-Japanese war. 
In the preamble the president calls at- 
tention to the fact that the United 
States is on terms of friendship with 
both of the contending powers and that 
cit'zans of this country residing within 
the dominions of the belligerents are 
protected by faith of treaties. The 
laws of this crantry, the proclamation 
statep, impose upon persons the duty 
of an impartial neutrality during the 
existence of the war. 


The proclamation then recounts the 


acts which, under the neutrality law, 
are forbidden under severe penalties, 
among them the following: 


Accepting and exercising a commis- 


sion to serve either of the belligerents 
by land or by sea against the other bel- 
ligerents. 


Existing or entering into the service 


of either of the belligerents. 


Hiring or retaining another person 


to enlist or en ter himself in the service 
of either of the belligerents. 


Hiring another parson to go beyond 


the limits 01 jurisdiction of the United 
States to be enlisted. 


Retaining another person to go be- 


yond the limits of the United States to 
ba entered into service as aforesaid. 


Fitting out and arming, or attempt- 


ing to fit out and arm, or procuring to 
be fitted out and armed, or knowingly 
being concerned in the furnishing, fit- 
ting out or arming of any ship or ves- 
sel with intent that such ship 01 ves- 
sel shall ba employed in the service of 
either of the belligerents. 


Issuing or delivering a commission 


within the territory or jurisdiction of 
the United States for any ship or ves- 
sel to the intent that she may be em 
ployed as aforesaid.

CINCINNATI, February 15.—"The Be- 


ligionof Lincoln." la discussing this 
subject in his pulpit at the Vine Street 
Congregational church, the pastor, Rev. 
Herbert S. Bigelow, said in part: 


What was Lincoln's religion? He 


who searches through the numberless 
biographies for an answer to this ques- 
tion will ba reminded of Disraeli's fa- 
mous or infamous saying : "All sen- 
sible men are of one religion. What is 
that ? Sensible men never tell." 


LINCOLN'S SILENCE, 


When we consider with what care 


his words have been treasured, it is 
significant that so little can be found 
to throw light on Lincoln's religious 
opinions. This silence would seem to 
prove one of two things. Either Lin- 
coln had no religious opinions, or they 
were of such a nature that he deemed 
it best to keep mum. 


No doubt it is fortunate for the 


world that the one paper in which 
Lincoln dealt with this subjact was 
burned by a prudent friend. It ap- 
pears that he profited by his friend's 
advice and determined to take no 
chance of destroying his usefulness in 
politics by making enemies in religion. 
In this respect he presents a striking 
contrast to Jefferson. Though it is 
conceivable that if Lincoln had had 
any positive and earnest convictions 
on this subject, he would not have 
been less outspoken than Jefferson. 


IHFIDBL AND ATHEIST. 


Mrs. Lincoln has said that "His only 


philosophy was what is to be will be, 
and no prayers of ours can reverse the 
decree." One of his law-partners has 
said: "He was an avowed and open 
infidel; and sometimes bordered on 
atheism." Without the exceptional 
opportunity for knowing the truth 
which this witness had, we may safely 
reject his testimony. Unless these 
names are to be hurled indiscriminate- 
ly at any man who rejects orthodox 
standards, Mr. Lincoln was certainly 
neither infidel nor atheist 
No doubt 


he held views which would have been 
branded as infidelity and atheism by 
the pious mob. So, also, have some of 
the most deeply religious men that 
ever lived. "He's true to God who's 
true to man." Measured by this stand- 
ard you cannot make Lincoln out an 
infidel. A man cannot prove his fideli- 
ty to man and at the same time be an 
infidel toward God. 


Will Be Constructed In the Cov« al Soon as 


Weather Conditions Permit. 


Plans are now being formed, which, 


when completed, will greatly increase 
facilities in the cove. The Morrison's 
Cove Telephone company will increase 
its capital stock from 15,000 to 815,000 
and construct additional lines as rapid- 
ly as possible. There seems to be a 
growing demand for the service in all 
parts of the cove. A new line will be 
constructed from Waterside to a point 
near Lafayettesville. It is said that 
enough subscribers ask for the service 
in that vicinity to fully justify the 
construction of the line. Another line 
will be extended so as to furnish ser- 
vice for the farmers west of Curryville 
and including Isaac Kauffman and 
John H Sell. The line known as the 
Potter Creek line will be extended to 
Baker's Summit and perhaps to Roar- 
ing Spring. There is a growing de- 
mand in the vicinity of Williamsburg 
and it now seems probable that a line 
will be pushed from Martinsburg in 
that direction. 


The service is wanted at Roaring 


Spring. A gentleman who is identi- 
fied with business interests in our 
sprightly sister borough was heard to 
remark that if the Morrison's Cove 
Telephone company would build a line 
to that town he would guarantee them 
20 'phones there. 
But just now the 


company is mostly interested in get- 
ting a line through to Altoona. The 
expected arrangement with the United 
Telephone company by which the Mor- 
rison's Cove company could have an 
outlet via. the Mountain city has not 
yet materialized, not at least to our 
knowledge, and it is said the latter 
will, in the event that a satisfactory 
agreement can not be made, consider 
the building of a new line through 
from Martinsburg to Altoona. 
This 


would put the Morrison's Cove com- 
pany in position to handle business 
from the Bedford-Fulton Telephone 
company and other lines covering 
territory in Bedford and Fullon coun- 
ties. Its line to Hopewell is completed 
and it will probably be extended to 
Everett. Work on the lines will begin 
as soon as the weather opens up in the 
spring.—Martinsburg Herald.
